In Navy 
Disaster 


CAPE ELIZABETH, Me., May 
8.—(/)--Forty-nine died in the 
frigid waters of the Atlantic 
ecean only three miles offshore 


after a terrific explosion split 
their Navy eagle boat amidships 
in New England’s worst naval dis- 
aster of the war. 

Only 13 of the crew of the pa- 
trol ship PE-56 survived the mys 
terious blast that came April 23. 

Many of the men were below 
deck when the explosion came 
and few had time to grab lifejack- 
ets as, stunned and bewildered, 
they struggled topside through 
debris-cluttered p ‘sageways. 

Many of those who got over the 
‘gide before the 4306-ton vessel sank 
perished in the frigid water. 
SUSPECT SUB 

Those who survived had many 
conflicting theories of what caused 
the blast that sent the vessel to 
the bottom in but . few minutes. 

Some believed they saw a sub- 
marine lurking near by and one 
was just as positive that it was 
not a torpedo that struck the ship. 

Within 17 minutes service craft 
had picked up the survivors, but 
of the 49 men who were lost only 
two bodies were recovered. The 
other 47 were listed on Navy rec- 
ords a: “missing” but are pre- 
sumed to be iead 

A rescue destroyer dropped 
depth charges where survivors re- 
‘ported seeing an underseaboat, 
but it was the Eagle Craft's grave 
that was marked by two huge oil 
slcks.

Despite Doenitz’ pronouncement, 
dispatches from Allied headquar- 
ters in Paris said that two high- 
ranking Nazis—Heinrich Himmler 
and Herman Goering—were be- 
lieved with the Doenitz govern- 
ment at Flensburg. 

“CAPITAL” AT FLENSBURG 


Doenitz, it was said, has gather- 
ed the remnants of the supreme 
command at Flensburg where a 
semblance of government was Car- 
rying on, notwithstanding that the 
area technically was under the 
command of Field Marshal Sir 
Bernard L. Montgomery. 


There was no indication what 
role Doenitz would play in the Al- 
lied occupation of Germany. It 
was said, however, that in the 
event he was not permitted to re- 
main in office he probably would 
not be treated as a war criminal 
but as a defeated commander-in- 
chief. 

The German high command 
communique meanwhile stated 
that the British had in several 
places forbidden the “Heil Hitler” 
greeting and had ordered the Ger- 
man armed forces to use their for- 
mer military salute. The bulletin 
said the Germans were ordered to 
adopt the old salute, using such 
phrases of greeting as “Heil 
Grenadiers,” or “Heil Sappers.” 


“BITTER ROAD” 

Doenitz, in his broadcast speech, 
said that German soldiers were 
“starting out on the bitter road to 
captivity, thus making the last sac- 
rifice for the lives of women and 
children and for the future of our 
people.”

Sullen Nazi Jodl Signs Peace Pact 
On Shaky Table in Battered Reims

REIMS, France, May 7.- -(Delay- 
ed by Censor.)—(INS)—At Gen. 
‘Dwight D. Eisenhower's advanced 
headquarters in this ancient 


French cathedral’ city, four men 
signed a document on a shaky, 
black wooden table in the wee 
hours of this verdant spring 
morning. 

By these strokes of the pen the 
land, sea and air forces of Ger- 
many—and indeed Germany it- 
self—were placed at the disposal 
of the United Nations without 
condition or qualification. 

Germany had lost another 
World War—the second within 27 
years. 

The unconditional surrender of 
Nazidom’s “thousand-year Reich” 
was signed and delivered in behalf 
of the German government and 
supreme command at 2:41 o’clock 
this morning by a dour, arrogant 
German, Col. Gen. Gustav Jodl, 
newly appointed chief of staff. of 
the Reichswehr. 

History — great history —was 
made in a stern five-minute cere- 


mony in the heart of France, 75

«miles east of Paris and only 52 


miles east-southeast of Compiegne, 
where, in a forest, the Kaiser’s 
beaten Reich submitted to Mar- 
shal Foch on that memorable 
Nov..11, 1918. 


Gen. Eisenhower, the man who 
directed 5,000,000 Allied troops in 
their victorious 1l-month conti- 
nental battle, was not present to 
witness in person the crowning 
culmination of his brilliant 
achievement. 


Shortly after the signing, how- 
ever, the chief German delegates 
were brought before Eisenhower 
who austerely demanded of them: 


“Do you understand the terms 
of the surrender?” 

“We do,” replied Gen. Jodl. 

In behalf of the supreme Allied 
commander, the surrender instru- 
ment was signed by his chief of 
staff, Lt. Gen. Walter Bedeil 
Smith. Russia’s signature was af- 
fixed by Gen. Ivan Suslaporov 
and that of France by Gen. Fran- 
cois Sevez. 

Officially, Europe’s agony of 
armed slaughter will not come to 
an end until one minute past mid- 
night on the morning of Wednes- 


eday, May 9. For that was the mo- 


ment designated for the formal 
cessation of hostilities. 


Up until almost the last, Gen. 
Jodl and his fellow-delegates play- 
ed for time during the weekend 
negotiations that preceded the act 
of signing. It was obvious that 
they wanted to'draw out the talks 
as long as they could so that the 
Germans would be able to get as 
many as possible of their troops 
away from the Russians and into 
Anglo-American hands. 

But the final German assent to 
the total capitulation was speeded 
up by the fact that Reich troops 
in the field were quitting and re- 
fusing to fight any longer even 
against the Russians. 

The German delegates admitted 
that this factor helped hasten the 
order from Grand Adm. Karl 
Doenitz, their “Fuehrer,” to sign 
on the dotted line without further 
ado.

NO YOUNG GERMANS 

German women, children and 
old men were clearing paths under 
the guard of Russian tommygun- 
ners and riflemen. There are no 
young German men left. Civilians 
moved abjectly, picking up bricks 
by hand. 

We threaded a narrow lane be- 
tween walls of debris, going sev- 
eral blocks before we saw a sign 
we were on the Wilhelmstrasse. 
Some hulks of buildings still were 
afire. 

One building collapsed just ag 
we crossed the Leipzigerstrasse. 
Kaiserhof hotel, where the Nazi 
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Ranging to Korea and Honshu, 
naval aircraft sank six Japanese 
ships, including a small freighter- 
transport, and damaged 13 small 
ships and fishing vessels yesterday 
and Monday.

Strong Nipponese forces 
inched through thin American 
lines and established battle posi- 
tions. A few reinforcements were 
getting through to a partially iso- 
lated American battalion in the 
hills. The Japanese battle line 
was anchored on Libby airdrome 
captured by the GIs some time 
ago. Japanese artillery pounded 
the southwest side of the drome. 


On Tarakan Aussie and Dutch 
troops were within two miles of 
the Djoeata oil field. 

The Japanese offered no air 
opposition: as a substantial force 
of American Superfortresses hit 
for the 18th time against Japanese 
air bases on Kyushu from which 
the Nipponese have mounted sui- 
cide plane attacks against Okina- 
wa, 325 miles southward. 

The Japanese people were in- 
formed of Germany’s uncondition- 
al surrender and Adm. Teijiro To- 
yoda, minister of munitions, warn- 
ed them that aircraft production 
was far short of its goal and for 
Japan it was “now or never.” This 
was reported by the United Press.

LONDON, May 8.—(UP)—Norway shook off the shackles of more 
than five years of Nazi bondage today, and underground leaders, tak- 
ing control pending the arrival of Allied forces, began arresting the 
country’s estimated 30,000 “Quislings.”

Oslo said concentration camps 
had been emptied of Norwegian 
patriots and were being filled with 
followers of Vidkun Quisling, who 
will be tried by a re-established 
Norwegian government and sen- 
tenced to death if convicted. 

Vidkun Quisling, puppet prime 
minister and the war’s No. 1 trai- 
tor, is being held under house ar- 
rest at his private residence at 
Gimle Bydgoey, the Swedish radio 
said, quoting a report of the Oslo 
correspondent of the Swedish Tele- 
graph Bureau. 

The broadcast, reported by FCC, 
said Quisling was guarded by mem- 
bers of the Norwegian “home 
front” and that his “life guard” 
also was with him, 

Representatives of the Nor- 
wegian government already ‘ad 
started for Oslo by plane, and 
Stockholm dispatches said they 
had arrived. 

The Exchange Telegraph report- 
ed from Stockholm that a naval 
squadron already had arrived at 
Trondheim and that 48 other ves- 
sels, mostly trawlers, had pulled 
into Oslo fjord.

Some conference officials said 
this was merely ir.tended to pro- 
vide a screening’ mechanism so 
that dozens of amendments de- 
Signed to accomplish the same 
purpose would not have to be con- 
sidered individually. 

Some small nation delegates, 
however, wefen’t altogether sure 
that some of their proposals 
wouldn't be squeezed out on 
grounds they are of “the same im- 
port.” 

After going through the elim- 
ination process, amendments of 
non-sponsoring powers not closely 
related to those of the Big Four 
would be considered by the tech- 
nical committees.

REDS TAKE DRESDEN 


Stalin issued three orders of the 
day yesterday announcing the cap- 
ture of Dresden, Germany’s last 
big city, and towns in Austria. and 
Czechoslovakia. 

South of Dresden, Marshal 
Konev’s First Ukrainian Army 
crashed into Bohemia in an over- 
all drive of 35 miles and captured 
Teplice, 31 miles northwest of 
Prague. The Russians were con- 
verging with U. S. occupation 
forces on Prague, where the Ger- 
mans were reported reluctantly 
laying down their arms to Patriot 
troops. The Prague radio said 
the garrison signed a capitulation 
at 4 p. m. yesterday. 

Konev’s troops also were. ad- 
vancing south on a 90-mile front 
between Freiburg, 16 miles south- 
west of Dresden, to Lauban, 70 
miles northeast of Dresden, hav- 
ing cracked through the once for- 
midable German line along the 
Sudeten foothills. 

On the last official day of bat- 
tle.

TERMS OF SURRENDER 


As announced by the Big Three 
allies, the surrender terms: bind 
the German high command: 

1—To surrender unconditionally 
to Gen. Eisenhower and the Soviet 
high command all force on land 
and sea and in the air. 

2—To order all military author- 
ities and forces to stop activities 
at 12:01 a. m. and remain in posi- 
tions occupied at that time. 

3—Not to scuttle or damage any 
ship, vessel or plane. 

4—To issue, and to ensure the 
carrying out of, any orders issued 
by Eisenhower and the Soviet 
command. 

5—To realize that the surrender 
will be supplanted by any general 
instrument of surrender imposed 
by or in behalf of the United Na- 
tions applicable to Germany and 
the German armed forces as a 
whole. 

By the surrender terms any Ger- 
man troops who remained under 
arms at 12:01 a. m. today became 
guerrillas and bandits, deprived of 
the protection of the laws of war. 

Naziism was dead. Germany 
was prostrate. Those who remain- 
ed of a once arrogant na.ion of 
80,000,000 Germans were totally 
at the mercy of the Allies and the 
United Nations which they had 
warred on, plundered and tor- 
tured, 

“GLORIOUS CRUSADE” 

Gen. Eisenhower, the modest 
man who won complete victory 
for the western Allies, sent an or- 
der of the day to the men and 
women under him. 

He said that even before the fi- 
nal week of the war they had put 
5,000,000 Germans permanently 
out of the war. 

“The crusade on which we em- 
barked in the early summer of 
1944 has reached its glorious con- 
clusion,” he said. 

“ .. Your accomplishments at 
sea, in the air, on the ground and 
in the field of supply have aston- 
ished the world . you have 
taken in your stride military tasks 
so difficult as to be classed by 
many doubters as impossible. You 
have confused, defeated and de- 
stroyed your savagely fighting foe.

In measured phrases, the Presi- 
dent spelled out the task that lies 
ahead in crushing Japan and in 
repaying the sacrifices of those 
who made victory possible by 
building a lasting peace. 

“We must work to finish the 
war,” he said. “Our victory is but 
half won. The west is free, but 
the east is still in bondage to the 
treacherous tyranny of the Japa- 
nese. When the last Japanese di- 
vision has surrendered uncondi- 
tionally, then only will our fight- 
ing job be done. 


“We must work to bind up the 
wounds of a suffering world—to | 
build an abiding peace, a peace) 
rooted in justice and in law. We) 
can build such a peace only by 
hard, toilsome, painstaking work 
—by understanding and working | 
with our Allies in peace as we 
have in war.” 

The President implicitly en- 
couraged Japan to surrender now 
by offering her a chance to escape 
the fury of armed might that will 
be loosed in the coming months. 

“Unconditional surrender now,” 
he said, “means not prolonging the 
present agony and suffering of the 
Japanese in the vain hope of vic- 
tory. Unconditional surrender 
does not mean the extermination 
or enslavement of the Japanese 


people.”

Grew, ambassador to Japan at 
the time of Pear] Harbor, warned 
that Japan was well prepared for 
the collapse of her Axis partner 
and that she is ready to fight on. 

“Japan is fighting alone, but 
she is strong and she is fighting 
with cunning and tenacity,” he 
said. “One powerful and impla- 
cable enemy has been defeated in 
Germany. One powerful and im- 
placable enemy remains in Ja- 
pan. The war goes on.” 

The President, wearing a dou- 
ble-breasted black suit, a white 
shirt and dark blue tie, blinked 
repeatedly as camera bulbs 
flashed. Outside a chill rain fell 
in virtually deserted streets. 
There were no swirling, joyous 
crowds; no public celebrations. 
Government workers listened to 
his speech and then went on with 
their jobs as he had asked prevl- 
ously. 

USES SOLEMN TONES 

“This is'a solemn but a glori- 
ous hour,” the President began. 
Then, departing from his prepared

“How I wish Franklin Roosevelt 
had lived to see this day.” 

There was no exuberance in his 
voice. In solemn tones, he remind- 
ed the nation that victory would

PARIS, May 8.—(#)—The text of “An Act of Military Sur- 
render” as announced today at supreme headquarters: 
1. We the undersigned, acting by authority of the German 


high command, hereby surrender unconditionally to the supreme 
commander, Allied Expeditionary Force, and simultaneously to 
the Soviet high command all forces on land, sea, and in the air 
who are at this date under German control. 

2. The German high command will at once issue orders to all 
German military, naval and air authorities and to all forces under 
German control to cease active operations at 2301 hours (11:01 
p. m.) Central European Time on eight May and to remain in 
the positions occupied at the time. 
is to be scuttled, or any damage done to their hull, machinery 


or equipment. 


3. The German high command will at once issue to the ap- 
propriate commanders, and insure the carrying out of any fur- 
ther orders issued by the supreme commander, Allied Expedi- 
tionary Force, and by the Soviet high command. 

4. This act of military surrender is without prejudice to, and 
will be superseded by any. general instrument of surrender im- 
posed by, or on behalf of the United Nations and applicable to 
Germany and the German armed forces as a whole. 

5. In the event of the German high command or any of the 
forces under their control failing to act in accordance with this 
act of surrender, the supreme commander, Allied Expeditionary 
Force, and the Soviet high command will take such punitive or 
other action as they deem appropriate.

Editor Constitution: The hi 
icance of the decision of the NLRB 
restoring the Wagner act’s protec- 
tion of collective bargaining by 
foremen may be of interest to 
those persons who read your edi- 
torial of April 17 on this subject.

The Japs Got 
A Lot of Bad News 


There was a news item published last Sun- 
day from Calcutta, India. 
If Japan had had her choice of choosing be- 
tween the anticipated fact of Germany’s surrender or the news item 
to which I refer, I think she would have chosen the surrender. 


The news item was short. It said a gas and oil pipe line had 
been completed from Calcutta across the vast valleys and passes 
of the Himalayas, through’ its jungles and rivers, into China. 


That is some of the worst news Japan has had. 


Until that pipe line was completed, every drop of gas used by 
our planes was flown over the hump in specially prepared flying 
“tank planes”—old Liberators rebuilt for the job. Other gas came 
in by plane in drums and gallon cans. 


This news means more war planes will fly into China and, with 
adequate fuel, fight from Chinese bases. It means the war against 
Japanese supply lines, painfully inadequate, will be stepped up. It 
means Japanese war plants, built on the Chinese mainland to 
escape attack, will be attacked. It means the, Japanese forces will 
now be subjected to a two-way squeeze. It means more troops can 
be employed, with air support, from the Chinese theater of war. 

It is bad news for Japan. Within at least two months we will 
begin to see that pipe line translated into effective action. It may 
be that Gen. Claire Chennault will manage it quicker than that.

Let Us Not Put Faith 
In New Maginot Line 


No wgnatter how successful the United Na- 
tions may be in creating an international or- 
ganization to enforce world peace, the world 


will have to keep a close and careful watch on Germany for many 


years to come. For that nation is so impregnated with the worship 
of military force that it will require decades, maybe centuries, to 
re-educate it to the point where other nations can trust it. 


During the years of armistice between the first and second 
world wars, France built her Maginot Line, a supposedly impreg- 
nable defense emplacement along her border with Germany. Un- 
fortunately, the line -was not extended, as it should have been, 
along the Belgian border, too. 


However, irrespective of its extent, the Maginot Line failed of 
its purpose—to keep the Germans out—because of one reason. That 
was, it was built to meet attack in the 1918 style of warfare. It 
was useless against the mobile, mechanized warfare which was 
developed by the newly armed Germans when the 1940 assault be- 
gan. If there had been no advance in military science after 1918, 
the Maginot Line would have served its intended purpose. But it 
was useless by the time 1940, with 1940 type of warfare, had rolled 


around. 

. The tragic story of the Maginot 
Warning for the Future Line should serve as warning for 
the future. We may, once again, find ourselves as helpless in the 
face of some new power-mad dictator’s assault in 1970, as we 
were against Hitler in 1939, if we merely guard against war mak- 
ing of today’s type, and let our imagination sleep while Germany 
works out and brings to perfection some entirely new form of attack. 


We in the United States have sat, complacently, behind what 
we have considered a couple of impregnable Maginot Lines, the 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans. We woke up, at least part way, with a 
shock when the Japs attacked Pearl Harbor and succeeded, even 
if only on small scale, in firing upon the continental United States. 


Without doubt the rocket type of self-propelled weapon will be 
developed in another score years to the point where it can find a 
target in the United States even though launched four or five 
thousand miles from our shores. We can, however, prevent any 
potential aggressor nation from building such weapons and thus 
partially safeguard ourselves. 

There are, bowever, other possibilities in the form of deadly 
weapons which could be prepared for attack on this country with- 
out suspicion, unless we are constantly alert and exercise sufficient 
imagination to foresee all possibilities. 

There could be, for instance, a form of warfare using germs of 
deadly disease. It is easily conceivable that German scientists a 
quarter-century hence, still smarting under the shame of today’s 
defeat, still imbued with the ruthless, reckless ambition to make 
Germans rulers of all the world, will have worked out an effec- 
tive means of introducing into this country a disease that will wipe 
out most of our population before we can do anything against it. 

And don’t think that would be too horrible for Germans to try. 
The men who used helpless prisoners in concentration camps as 
guinea pigs for scientific experiment, the men who practiced vivi- 
section on human bodies, would not hesitate at anything. 


Would Be Helpless ture, came, our forms of defense would 


be as useless as was the Maginot Line in 1940. We might have a 
mighty international air foree at our command, through the world 
organization for peace we had created. We might have the most 
powerful navies that ever sailed the seven seas. We might have 
armies ready and capable of meeting any armies the foe could 
put into the field. 

All these would be utterly useless against such an attack by 
germ warfare. 

Nor is this all. There are other, equally horrible schemes which 
would not be impossible of operation by an utterly ruthless foe. 

We, arid our allies, must occupy Germany for a long time to 
prevent new outbreaks by the arch criminal among nations. 

But we shall look foolish if we attempt to make ourselves se- 
cure against all possibilities of attack with only guns, tanks, planes 
and warships to guard. 

We need more. - First of all we need protective imagination, 
added to closest supervision, not only of potential war industry in 
Germany, but of her laboratories, her test tubes and her scientific 
progress in all branches. 

Let’s not fool ourselves again. Let’s not put all our faith in a 
Maginot Line defense that could well fail when the new and cru- 
cial test comes.

Poor ‘Goats 
Must Unite 


There are some millions of 
Americans who are called “white 


|collar workers.” They are, as a 


rule, paid less than workers who 
wear overalls, yet they must dress 
well and live up to a certain 
standard in order to keep their 
jobs. They are the new poor, the 
new underprivileged, and they 
will remain underdogs until they 
adopt the new method of helping 
themselves. It is in truth an an- 
cient method, but is used in new 
ways. 

Its success was well illustrated 
recently when four colored WACs, 
told to do certain “menial tasks” 
(meaning the tasks of a servant) 
refused to obey orders and were 
court-martialed. 

They were sentenced to prison, 
but the case was sent up to high- 
er officials for review, and these 
returned all four to duty, which 
w-s equivalent to declaring them 
innocent. (Incidentally, it estab- 
lished the precedent that privates 
who believe themselves discrimi- 
nated against becayse of their 
race need not obey orders.) 

The significance of this decision 
is that it was not based upon the 
evidence alone, for the accused 
young women did not deny their 
insubordination. It was an illus- 
tration of the power of “pressure.” 

Negro publications and organ- 
izations and leaders, and all in- 
dividuals who had political or 
social or economic influence, acted 
as a unit to make a great clamor. 
They chorused ‘‘Persecution!” and 
“Racial discrimination!” And offi- 
cial Washington, sitting on a case 
of dynamite, took the action that 
seemed most discreet. It got off. 

When Mr. Byrnes, acting for the 
President, imposed the midnight 
curfew on whoopee joints, Mayor 
LaGuardia flatly refused to obey 
it. And Mr. Byrnes publicly ad- 
mitted that he had no power to 
enforce the order. 

Laws, in a free land, are not 
enforced; they are observed. No 
police force could enforce a law 
if all citizens were determined to 
ignore it. We have law and or- 
der, with exceptions, only hecause 
most citizens are willing to abide 
by the rules. 

Knowing this to be true, officials 
mind their p’s and q's, carefully 
avoiding any action that would 
invite rebellion. They know they 
would lose in a showdown. 

That is what gives organized 
groups their power. Any organ- 
ized minority can impose its will 
by proving itself capable of un- 
seating officials or defying the 
law. In recent years, we have 
seen such groups, or their leaders, 


defy the power of all officialdom 
‘and get away with it. 


It isn’t a pretty way to man- 
age freedom. It may destroy De- 
mocracy. But where all other 
groups are organized to get what 
they can, the group that is not 
Organized will get nothing. 

The white collar people can 
unite and be strong, or they can 
continue to be the goats.

When You're Up Alone 
Plane Is ‘Vacant’ 


There I was 600 feet up in the air, and the 
seat next to me was vacant. The pilot to the 
little airplane was missing. I was where Garbo 
always wanted to be—alone. The ERCoupe was sailing ahead at 90 
miles an heur on the fringes of Candler Field. If I were a writer . 
of fiction: painting an imaginary situation, I could well close this 
column right here with the customary questions for a continued 
story: Will our hero safely land the plane alone? Or will an at- 
tractive young Atlanta woman don black tomorrow? .. . Read the 
next installment. But I am not a fiction writer. I am a factual 
reporter who, having learned to fly, was making my first solo. And, 
if I didn’t answer that first question correctly immediately, there 
would be no “next” column. As a flashback, I decided to learn 
to fly a plane so I can keep up with the political news tomorrow— 
especially with Gov. Arnall, who plans to learn flying himself. 


The plane’s take-off had been smooth. I did what the book said 
about looking out for other aircraft. That book of CAA rules, the 
written examination, the physical examination, and the birth cer- 
tificate are as much trouble as the actual learning to run the air 
machine. The CAA makes sure you are a safe person to have flying 
over America—safe in your knowledge of how to run the plane, the 
rules, safe physically, and safe from a nationality point of view. 
If such regulations had been imposed on motor vehicles when they 
were relatively new inventions, the highway accidents wouldn't 
have been so great. 


My instructor, Cecil Gillham, of Southeastern Air Service, crawled 
out of the plane and said: “Okay, it’s all yours, now; take her up.” 
From that time until now I hadn't looked at the empty seat. I 
just played like in my mind that an expert pilot was sitting there 
ready to take over if I slipped up. I wasn’t bothered a bit. 


Now I am on the downwind leg (getting 
A Shortsnorter ready to make the final turn before land- 
ing). Here comes a Navy plane. It’s going to land. I automatically 
turn to ask my instructor if he thinks I should keep coming in, or 
take another turn about the field. There is the empty seat! The 
title of Col. Bob Scott’s book (“God Is My Co-Pilot”) pops into my 
mind. Of all times for another plane to decide to land! Seems they 
would have cleared the field for a novice like me. The Navy plane 
is making a low, fast landing.

With my in- 
structor on a previous trip I leveled off too soon and came down 
with a bump and a bounce. But the bad dress rehearsal made tor 
a good opening night. Piloted by a brand-new operator —me-—the 
little plane eases down into a pretty three-point landing. Gilham 
and “Mutt” Weaver and other aviation personnel rush to the ship 
to congratulate me. In the only bit of picturesque ceremony to an 
otherwise “ain’t-this-simple” attitude, the instructors sign a “short- 
snorter” bill for me. They want my reactions to my first flight, 
but a newspaper reporter isn’t going to be tricked into being in- 
terviewed. “How about you, teacher?” I asked Gilham. “Weren't 
you biting your nails and wondering about the amount of crash > 
insurance you had on the plane?” To which he replies: “Don’t kid 
yourself. I didn’t get out of that plane until there wasn’t a doubt 
in my mind that you could fly it.”

Atlanta’s V-E Day No. 2 slipped into history as normally and quiet- 


ly as V-E Day No. 1. 


Presidené Truman’s proclamation early yesterday morning desig- 
nating the end of the European war an official event, failed com-
